A Frenchman writing to tho New York 


World 
thoroughly punctures 
Bryan's 


statement in his New York speech about 
tho bank o£ Franco keeping gold and sil- 
ver at a parity. He says: 


"In regard to tho speech of Mr. Bryan 


about tho financial situation of France it 
seems necessary to enlighten tho people in 
this matter, as Mr. Bryan is positively 
wrong in his assertions when ho says: 
'Tho Bank of France exercises the right to 
redeem all bank paper in either gold or 
silver, and yet France maintains the pur- 
ity between gold and silver at the ratio of 
15M to 1, and retains in circulation more 
silver par capita than we do in tho Unitcfl 
States.' 


"The fact is the Bank of France exer- 


cises no such right because it has not got 
such a right by law. 
Tho law prescribes 


the amount which has to be taken in sil- 
ver as legal money, and this amount is 
about 70 or 100 francs only on each com- 
mercial transaction, so that if you pre- 
sent a draft on tho Bank of Franco for 
500 francs it cannot givo you all tho 500 
francs in silver, bat it can make you ac- 
cept 100 francs in silver. 
The reason the 


Bank of France, a government institu- 
tion,(which means the government itself,) 
is able to maintain the parity of the silver 
in circulation at 15'A to 1 in Franco, 
which indeed amounts per capita to as 
much ns the silver circulation in the 
United States, is this, that the silver cir- 
culation is only about one-quarter of the 
total circulation; that this total circula- 
tion is gold (actual gold) and paper money 
backed up by gold held by the Bank of 
France. 


This stork of gold of the Bank of 


Franco held as reserve for its paper circu- 
lation is tho second largest stock of gold 
in the world, tho largest being held by 
England. 
This 
stock of gold, which 


amounts at present to about $330,000,000, 
represents really" the financial strength of 
Franco and her ability to keep the vast 
amount of silver m circulation at a parity 
of 15!a to 1. France without her paper 
circulation backed up by this enormous 
stock of gold would not be able to main- 
tain this parity. Tho traditional gold re- 
serve of $100.000,000 which backs up the 
circulation of about $400,000,000 green- 
backs (treasury notes redeemable in gold) 
has thus far been the luenns of enabling 
this great, rich country to maintain tho 
parity of her enormous silver circulation 
with gold. 
The foolish silver agitation 


and the previous vain attempts by legis- 
lation to restore the old commercial value 
of silver have disturbed tho belief in tho 
ability of this country to maintain tho 
parity, and unless the people rise to the 
occasion and declare themselves for sound 
money this country must inevitably make 
further progress in sliding down to a sil- 
ver basis.

Steps Taken at a Big Meeting to Organize

The colored men of the olty took the 


first steps last night toward organizing H 
MoKlnley marching club. They met at 
Abbott's hall and made the preliminary 
arrangements.

CLOSE OF THE DECATUR RACES. 


Story ofthe Last Day's Contests—Laird 


Promised to Go Fast and He 


Did—A Big Crowd 


Out. 


The 1890 race meeting of the Decatur 


Trotting association closed at the track 
last evening shortly after 6 o'clock. 


It was an eventful afternoon, with a 


big Decatur Day crowd present, and waa 
marked by surprising speed In tho free- 
fur-all pace. It was known to Secretary 
Keller and a few horsemen that Ruben- 
steln, the stallion from Mansfield, Ohio, 
owned by Mr. Laird, would probably 
break the track record, because before tbo 
start Mr. Laird said to the secretary: 
"I'll give your track a new mark." The 
record was 2:09 H made by Grimes'Guy 
in 1890, but no one thought that that 
mark would be so thoroughly shattered. 
As tho summary shows Rubenstoin took 
a quarter of a second off that in the second 
heat and in the last he went the mile In 
the great time of 2:05, only two seconds 
slower than that made by Joo Patchen In 
Maine the same afternoon.

At the finish there was a rush 
here and there, and when the time 9:05 
was bung out everybody cheered. Start- 
er Loper in giving the result of the race 
said the new mark, 3:05, was something 
to shoot at, knowing when ho said it that 
It will be a long time before any horse 
will clip tho time. Rubenstein is the 
king of tho Decatur track. 
His perform- 


ance alone was enough entertainment for 
the prices of admission, but there were 
other races which excited Interest because 
the result was more uncertain. It was a 
flglit for tho purse In the 2:38 trot be- 
tween Baroness Marguerite and Asmnnd, 
and the lust beat held the major portion 
of tbo crowd to tbo last. In the first race 
the 2:33 pace, Prestoria Wilkes, the Deca-

WOULD HURT INSTEAD OF HELP. 
How JTree Coinage Would Injnre the 
Farmers. 


The chief strength of the sixteen to 


one agitation lies in the belief that it 
would benefit the agricultural classes. 
This is a serious error. The facts of 
all human experience show conclusive- 
ly that free silver would cause wide- 
spread and prolonged injury to the 
farmers of this country. 


The mere threat of free coinage would 


greatlj- injure the farmers by causing 
an immediate calling1 in of all loans 
through the natural desire of lenders to 
get back money worth as much as they 
lent. Hundreds of thousands of farmers 
•would be unable to pay their mort- 
gages, and their farms would be sold at 
a sacrifice. 
No new loans would be 


forthcoming, as the owners of capital 
would not invest so long as there was 
any danger that by a change in the 
money standard the vahie of loans 
•would be cut in two. As the chief com- 
plaint of thefanners now is that inter- 
est is too high and capital too scarce, 
the effect of a policy which would make 
capital scarcer and dearer can be 
figured out by each farmer for himself. 


A second way in which free coinage 


would hurt agriculture would be by the 
financial panic which would inevitably 
follow the overthrow of our present, 
sound financial system and the adoption 
of tlie unstable cheap silver standard. 
With the millions of bank depositors 
demanding their savings, themachinery 
of credits, by which so large a part of 
the country's business is done, would be 
suddenly stopped. Merchants would be 
unable to buy goods for lack of credit; 
manufacturing industries 
would be 


closed down, as in 1893, and millions 
of workers would be idle. Men out of 
employment do not buy as much farm 
products as when they are at work, and 
the farmers who now complain of the 
lack of markets for their produce would 
find themselves with a large part of 
their crops unsold. Would not this be a 
serious injury to agriculture? 


Another evil which free coinage would 


bring to American farmers would be 
the unsettlement of their trade rela- 
tions with the great gold standard com- 
mercial nations, which purchase each 
year $600,000,000 worth of our surplus 
farm products. The adoption of the sil- 
ver standard, with its constantly fluctu- 
ating scale of prices, would prove the 
same barrier to commerce between this 
nnd other countries that it has to trade 
between gold standard Europe and In- 
dia, China and Japan. Do the farmers 
want to curtail o nd unsettle our foreign 
trade? 


These, are some of the ways in which 


free coinage at sixteen Jo one wpxijd 
hurt the farmers. No advocate of 53- 
cent dollars has ever been able to show 
a single way in which it would help 
them.

Some Points for Farmers to Carefully 


Consider. 


Farmers who think that free silver 


will help them to get rid of thedr mort- 
gages should consider carefully what 
effect a sixteen-to-one law will have on 
the lenders of capital. The silverites a/re 
telling you beautiful stories about the 
great volume of money which will be 
ready for loaning at low i ates of inter- 
est as soon as we adopt the silver stand- 
ard. But suppose the scheme should not 
work in the way they expect? Suppose 
that as soon as it becomes likely that a 
free-coinage law will be enacted there 
it, a general demand that all mortgages 
ehould at once be paid in full? The 
promise of cheap money when free sil- 
ver comes won't help you now. Where 
are you going to get the money to pay 
off your mortgage? Do you suppose 
any man. is going- to make loans while 
there is a possibility of his being re- 
paid in SO-cent dollars? And If you can't 
raise the money when it is called for, 
and If your farm is sold at a sacrifice, 
where will you be then? 


Think these things over. Don't be 


fooled by the free-silver idea that cheap 
money means low rates of interest. The 
facts are just the other way. Interest is 
far higher in all silver-using countries 
than in gold countries. If we go on the 
ailver standard the men who have capi- 
tal to lend will charge more interest 
than they do now in order to cover the 
risk of being repaid in depreciated sil- 
ver dollars. So, if you succeed in, bor- 
rowing under free coinage you will pay 
higher interest on. the loan. Ask any- 
body who knows the facts whether In- 
terest is not much higher in Mexico, In- 
dia or the silver South American coun- 
tries than in the United States, Eng- 
land or Germany, with their currency 
bo^ed on gold. Then moke up your mind 
that you will vote for the financial sys- 
tem which if left undisturbed will ben- 
efit you far more than freesllverwill.

NO HELP TO THOSE MORTGAGED 
Free 8U»er • HartUhlp. Mot • Belle*, M

People owning their homes and hav- 


ing mortgages upon them should not 
be misled into thinking that a free 
tilver victory in November would be of 
assistance to them in meeting their 
mortgages. A little examination will 
show that on. thebj»verage it will bring 
hardship instead of- relief. This would 
lie true, leaving out of 
consideration 


all circumstances affecting wages and 
incomes and confining the argument 
simply to a bare discussion of the 
mortgage itself. 


The great majority of mortgages, 


especially the smaller ones on dwelling 
houses, are written for three or five 
years, and of this class the greater 
number for the lesser period, while 
many run for a year or two. During 
the last few years a. great many of 
these mortgages have contained a 
gold clause. It is obvious that no one 
having such a mortgage on his house 
would be helped in the slightest by 
free silver. It is equally plain that, on 
the contrary, were gold at a premium, 
it would be harder than ever to make a 
payment. 


It might also be remembered that 


there are always, especially during 
hard times, a large number of mort- 
gaee, especially on small houses, that 
are overdue, nnd are being carried 
along by the mortgagee. 


Bearing these facts in mind it seems 


«afe to assume that the average life of 
mortgages on this class of property in 
this city and its suburbs does not ex- 
ceed one year. 


For free silver to be of advantage to 


the mortgaged- money must be more 
plentiful and more easily obtained 
within that time than it is to-day. Is 
there any reason to believe it would 
be? 


Even without a special session of 


congress, called as soon as possible to 
pass a free siher law, such a law could 
not reasonably be looked for within 
that period, much less an inflation, of 
the currency, so as to give relief to 
debtors. In the meantime what would 
be the situation? 


The crisis in financial affairs would 


follow immediately upon the success 
of free sih-pr at the polls. Followingthe 
withdrawal of gold there would be a 
sliarp contraction of the money in cir- 
culation, and, instead of more money 
with which to meet indebtedness, 
rhero would be less. Owing to the un- 
settled condition of affairs lenders 
would be more unwilling than ever to 
loan, and, as an inevitable result, pay- 
ments would have to be defaulted. 


There is still another point. In the 


very grent majority of cases mort- 
gagees do not willingly foreclose. 
They want their money and interest 
rather than the property. This is es- 
pecially true of the savings and coop- 
erative banks. As a result they often 
carry Mortgages that are due until 
such atimeas.tbeowncrcanmcetthem. 
But if they saw that they would receive 
nt some future time an amount less 
than its value in gold, and only such a 
payment could be of benefit to the 
borrower, they would draiancl a settle- 
ment at once, and, if that was not 
forthcoming, they would foreclose. 
And foreclosure in a panic means the 
wiping out of equities, 


lu the above statement no allowance 


is made for fcss of earning power on 
the part of the home owner. It is as- 
sumed, for the sake of argument, that 
he will have as much money as he has 
now. 
Even on such a showing free sil- 


ver to the great majority would not be 
a help but an injury. — Boston Herald.

This was a true double 
standard system and is believed to have 
been the origin, of modern paper cur- 
rency. For a time the cat-onion money 
circulated at par, but the historian 
Faque Hur records that about 963 B. C. 
a serious difficulty arose. New col- 
onies had been established in the re- 
gion of the upper Nile, and the savage 
Nubians had been taught the art of 
agriculture. The rich, black soil of 
the valley which they inhabited was 
especially suited to the growth of 
onions, and the production of those 
perfumed bulbs was soon enormously

increased. Meanwhile the cat crop 
had only grown in the usual ratio, and 
the result was that, with the demand 
for sacred animals in the new colonies, 
at least 30 onions would be given for 
one cat. This brought the papyrus 
currency into disfavor, and the ruling 
pharaoh, Ram Bunkshus III., issued a 
royal order that cats should be the 
sole standard of value, and that onions 
should be issued only to the extent that 
they could be kept at par with the 
"caterwaulers," as the unit of value 
was termed. 


This did not suit the onion growers, 


who at once started an agitation for 
the free and -unlimited coinage of all 
onions at the good old ratio of their 
daddies. After passing 3,187,042 reso- 
lutions denouncing the horrible crime 
of 963 the onionites marched in a body 
to the palace of their pharaoh and de- 
manded that the unjust law enacted 
at the instance of the entbugs should 
be repealed and the bieatnllic standard 
restored. Earn Bunkshus listened to 
them patiently and answered: "Great, 
no doubt, was the wisdom of our an- 
cestors. But I am in the wisdom busi- 
ness myself to some extent. When the 
ratio of sixteen, to one was adopted, 
that was the true ratio of the cat and 
onions. Now, owing1 to a great in- 
crease in the quantity of onions, the 
ratio is thirty to on*. All powerful as 
I am, I cannot make onions worth more 
thon their market value. The present 
standard" stays. As for you, 0 foolish 
ouion.it.es, your lenders shall feed the 
sacred crocodiles. The rest of 
you. 


will return to your farms and hustle.

While the advocates of free coinage 


are loudly asserting the power of the 
government to raise the bullion value 
of silver from thirty to one to sixteen to 
one of. gold they at the eame timt- pub- 
lish facts which prove the very reverse 
of their claim.
